COMMISSION 

1.  A  buyers  commission  of  10%  of  the  hammer  (selling)  price  will  be  added,  and  becomes  part  of 

the  total  purchase  price  to  be  paid  by  the  buyer. 

BIDDING 

2.  All  Bids  are  per  lot,  as  numbered  herein.  We  reserve  the  right  to  withdraw  any  lot  prior  to  the  sale,  to 
divide  a  lot  or  to  group  two  or  more  lots. 

3.  The  highest  bidder  shall  prevail.  It  is  the  sole  right  of  the  Auctioneer  to  settle  any  dispute  between 
bidders,  to  offer  for  resale  any  lot  under  question  and  to  regulate  the  bidding.  The  auctioneer  also 
reserves  the  right  to  refuse  any  bid  he  believes  not  to  have  been  made  in  good  faith.

PAYMENT

DESCRIPTION 

9.  The  grading  of  any  coin  is  a  matter  of  interpretation  of  the  features  of  that  coin  as  seen  by  the  grader. 
Grading  is  NOT  an  exact  science  but  an  art.  It  is  a  blending  of  what  the  grader  sees  added  to  his 
knowledge  of  coins  in  general  and  of  the  specific  characteristics  of  the  coin  in  question,  plus  his 
experience  and  awareness  of  current  grading  practices  as  well  as  market  conditions. 

Even  knowledgeable  and  experienced  numismatists  can  (and  do)  HONESTLY  disagree  on  the  exact 
grade  to  place  on  a  coin.  Additionally,  grading  standards  have  been  known  to  constrict  or  relax  in 
accordance  with  market  conditions  at  any  given  time. 

The  grades  represented  herein  are  a  reflection  of  our  experience  and  expertise  in  the  art  (not  science)  of 
grading  and  our  awareness  of  the  numismatic  field  at  this  particular  time.  They  reveal  our  best  opinion 
of  the  state  of  preservation  of  the  item,  and  are  in  accordance  with  most  presently  used  guides  on 
grading  as  we  interpret  them. 

Finally,  please  be  aware  of  the  price  paid  for  a  coin.  In  many  cases  a  lot  may  not  meet  your  expecta¬ 
tions,  but  you  have  purchased  it  for  a  substantially  reduced  price.  Please  keep  this  in  mind  when 
deciding  if  a  lot  is  satisfactory. 

A  FEW  TIPS  ON  BIDDING 

With  this  auction  sale,  and  in  accordance  with  the  growing  custom  of  other  auction  houses,  Harmer  Rooke 
has  dispensed  with  the  printing  of  estimates  for  each  lot.  It  is  expected  that  all  potential  buyers,  both 
professionals  and  collectors,  are  well  aware  of  the  current  values  of  most  coins,  particularly  those  in  which 
they  have  some  interest. 

However,  since  prices  are  guided,  in  many  cases,  by  various  publications  and  since  these  prices  change, 
sometimes  drastically,  from  week  to  week,  an  auction  catalogue  written  some  three  months  previous  to  a  sale 
may  not  contain  cogent  prices,  and,  in  fact,  may  sometimes  be  more  misleading  than  helpful.  Therefore,  we 
have  eliminated  the  estimate  column. 

May  we  suggest  bids  that  make  sense.  Offering  $100  for  a  $1000  coin  wastes  only  your  time  and  ours.  While 
it  occasionally  happens  that  a  bargain  can  be  obtained  at  auction,  most  coins  will  sell  for  a  price  fairly  close 
to  their  actual  value.  Please  keep  this  in  mind  when  bidding  by  mail.  And,  regardless  of  "lucky  numbers”  we 
would  appreciate  it  if  bids  are  not  offered  in  odd  amounts.  Such  bids  will  be  automatically  reduced  to  the 
lowest  whole  number.  ($102.34  becomes  $100.00).

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St.  John’s  Abbey,  quietly  surrounded  by  more  than  2500  acres  of  woodland  and  lakes, 
was  established  in  1865  by  five  Benedictine  Monks  who  had  traveled  westward  from  St. 
Vincent’s  Abbey  in  Pennsylvania  some  nine  years  earlier,  their  avowed  intention  to  care 
for  the  educational  and  spiritual  needs  of  the  settlers  in  the  then-wild  territory  which  was 
to  become  the  State  of  Minnesota.  One  need  only  to  look  around  this  beautiful  Abbey 
and  University  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Sagatan  to  know  how  well  they  succeeded! 

Today,  more  than  1800  students  from  many  states  and  lands  work  towards  one  of  the 
44  major  degrees  St.  John’s  offers,  taught  by  more  than  100  Benedictine  Monks  and  lay 
faculty.  Of  these  students,  the  greatest  majority  live  on  campus  encouraging  life-long 
friendships  and  fostering  an  atmosphere  conducive  to  learning.  The  school  of  Theology 
enrolls  perhaps  250  students  per  year,  who  graduate  into  the  secular  world  as  Monks  or 
Priests. 

Additionally,  St.  John’s  offers  many  other  programs  including  The  Liturgical  Press,  The 
Institute  for  Ecumenical  and  Cultural  Research,  The  Human  Life  Center,  The  Hill  Monas¬ 
tic  Library,  and  The  Institute  for  Spirituality.  St.  John’s  Preparatory  School,  established  in 
1857,  serves  the  community  by  preparing  some  250  students,  both  boys  and  girls,  for 
college  entrance,  either  at  St.  John’s  University  or  elsewhere.  And  although  the  University 
itself  is  for  men  only,  there  are  close  ties  with  nearby  College  of  St.  Benedict,  a  women  s 
college  of  about  the  same  size.  Students  may  study  at  either  or  both  and  all  classes  and 
activities  at  both  schools  are  coeducational. 

St.  Benedict  of  Nursia  wrote  in  the  sixth  century  “and  so  we  are  going  to  establish  a 
school  for  the  service  of  the  Lord”.  The  good  fathers  at  St.  John's  have  certainly  carried 
out  his  wishes! 

The  St.  John’s  Abbey  Collection  was  formed  by  Monsignor  John  Jershe  (1891-1975) 
and  given  to  the  Abbey  in  gratitude  for  the  education  he  had  received  as  a  youth  at  the 
College. 

Born  in  Jugoslavia,  John  Jershe  and  his  family  emigrated  in  1902,  to  Ely,  Minnesota 
where  they  had  relatives.  Young  John  was  encouraged  to  study  for  the  priesthood  by 
Father  Buh,  a  missionary,  and  Father  Bernard  Kevenhorster,  a  Monk  at  St.  John's  Abbey. 
With  their  backing,  he  entered  the  Preparatory  School  in  1906,  being  ordained  in  1916 
for  the  Diocese  of  Duluth. 

Although  much  of  his  tuition,  room  and  board  was  paid  for  by  the  Abbey,  John  helped 
out  by  performing  odd  jobs  and  services.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  one  of  his  duties  at 
this  time  was  to  count  the  Sunday  collection  plate.  While  doing  this,  he  noticed  many 
odd  coins,  which  he  would  put  aside  for  further  study.  Eventually,  he  acquired  a  cata¬ 
logue  and  thus  was  born  his  interest  in  numismatics.  Years  later,  recuperating  from  a 
serious  illness,  he  took  up  coin  collecting  in  earnest,  at  the  behest  of  his  doctor,  who  felt 
that  a  hobby  would  be  helpful  in  passing  the  time.  Many  of  those  “odd  coins”  retrieved 
from  the  collection  plate  are  in  the  lots  which  we  are  proud  to  offer  here  today.

The  following  sets  were  put  together  in  the  years  they  were  issued,  each  being 
displayed  in  a  black  cardboard  holder  designed  for  the  purpose.  Each  set  consists  of 
one  example  of  every  coin  minted  for  the  year.  All  coins  are  Uncirculated  BU-60 
unless  otherwise  stated.  Most  of  the  cents  are  darkly  toned  from  the  holders  in  which 
they  were  stored,  and  many  have  spots  which  will  be  noted.  The  nickels  are  generally 
bright,  although  some  spots  have  been  seen,  which  will  also  be  mentioned.
